Acquired fundamental knowledge in Sanskrit 
according to the traditional system. After his 
father’s death in his ninteenth year, started to 
the Him: liyas mostly on foot to. see God blindly 
believing that the abode of God is there. 
Reaching Rishikesh, had contact with Swami 
Tapovanam- Disclosed his desire to accept 
Sanyasa ,The omnicient sage advised him to 
take to such a life Only after h’s mother’s death. 
Returned to live with his mother at home. 
Passed Vidwan examination as a private 
candidate. Began his career as Sanskrit teacher 
from 1943. Got married. Worked in various 
high schools.
